Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Invention I, claims 1-7 in the reply filed on 
10/21/2008 is acknowledged. Claims 8-27 have been cancelled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The process of manufacturing a gastro-retentive device is distinguished over the 
cited prior art: 

Ribani et al '910 and '030 disclose a capsule forming device and method where a 
capsule is filled with a medication, but does not disclose a medication which formed 
within a strip of pouch assemblies which are folded prior to insertion into the capsule. 

Bashaw et al. '064, Michaels '813 and Mamajek '890 all disclose a medication 
formed on a pouch, which is subsequently packaged into a capsule. However, none of 
these references teach or disclose a strip of pouch assemblies comprised of wing 
portions, which are separated, folded and inserted into a capsule
